THE GOVERNOR. , 
THE TUNG-WAM HWos?iTAL ADDRESS. 

An bddross waa proscnited yosterday aftor~ 
noon to H. E, tho Governor by a Chinoso 
“deputation, headed by the Committes of the 
Tang-woh Hospital. When tho deputation

The'addreas of the deputation was then pre- 
sented by Mr Mok Sz-yéung, the Chairman 
of the Tung-woh Hospital Committes, He 
said, on handing.the address to H. Ty, that

been somewhat disquicted of late by disous- 
sions of publio affairs, that opinions differed 
widely, especially as regards. the position 
taken by somo of the Foreign Community, 
which did not moet with the approval of 
any portion of the Chinese inhabitants of 
Hongkong ;. that whereas the former had

affairs laid before the Secretary of State, the

translation was read, whereupon H. E, the- 
. Governor addressed the deputation. He 
said, he was always glad to see Chinese 
gentlemen coming to him with any sugges- 
tions or representations regarding the public 
affairs of the Colony, ag he had the welfare 
of the whole community at heart and was, 
desirous of being in possession of the fullest 
information on all subjects touching the cotu- 
mon weal of the residents, He was especial.

Naturally therefore the Chinese resi- 
dents of Hongkong were entitled to come to 
him os Her Majesty’s representative with any 
representations they wished to make for the 
ublio good, ‘They wero entitled to it, nay. 
ad a right to claim it, ‘and he was alwaya 
willing to listen to anything they had to tell 
him, Thirty years ago a Governor of this 
Colony informed the Secretary of State that 
the Chinese in Hongkong contributed about 
one-sixth of the Colonial revenue, At the 
resent day ho was able to say that the 
hiness bore by far'the largest share of the 
taxes on lands and houses... The Manager of 
the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank told him 
tho other day, in reply to a question put to 
him, that about tifteen-sixtsonths of the 
whole amount of their bank-notes in ciroula- 
tion were held by Chinese, in other worda 
that out of $1,462,000 in bank-notes as 
touch as $1,389,000 were in the hands of 
the Chinese, But the principal reason why 
they’ might olaim a hearing for any 
representation they might haye to make or 
eny. advice they might’ have to offor was 
thet they were permanent settlers hore, in 
this British Colony, not empentary residents 
only, but heving their homes here, sons 
and grandsons succeeding each other. Now, 
referring to a remarie mado in their addrean 
tothe. efféct that since bis arrival in. the 
Colony he had made, in the administration 
of the government, no distinotion of nas 
tonality, this. was indeed the-keystone of 
bin poltey, and he might go further and 
say it was the very essence of the policy of

The purchase of property could 
bo effooted os readily, for repeated offers 
have been made to us of houses for gale, mn 
every part-of the city. 

Thad not been here but a few daya, before 
the information was given me—information, 
by the way, which every citizen of Tsinanfa 
will give you for nothing, eyen without your 
applying for it —that this city is 960.1i from 
ing, ditto from Tung-chow, in eastern 
‘Shantung, 960i from B'ai-fong fa, and the 
same from T'sin-kiang Ptu in Kiang-sn,
